Union heads departed following a 
four hours conference of the live 
hundred 
general chairmen of 
the 
unions. All leading union chiefs a t­ 
tended the meeting with the except­ 
ion of IV. G. Lee, president of 
the 
brotherhood of railroad trainmen. 
Lee left Chicago 
for 
Cleveland 
earlier in the day after saying that 
a strike was 
inevitable 
and 
an­ 
nouncing that he would mail strike 
orders from his office in Cleveland 
to all union heads tomorrow. 
All union heads had 
r e t i e d 
to 
comment on the decision reached at 
the meeting when 
the 
conference 
broke up at one p. rn. They hurried 
to calch their trains. 
All of them 
carried large packages which 
were 
understood to contain secret orders 
for a strike issued at the meeting. 
The call for tho 
strike 
was

vided into ten groups, it was under­ 
stood.

Confronted with the most serious 
rebuff in the experience of railroad 
unionism, tho workers representatives 
were in an angry mood. 
“I do not 
see how the roads have the nerve to 
suggest another wage cut when they 
know we have voted to strike be­ 
cause of the last one,” 
said’ Lee. 
“The time for talking is passed.” 
The strike committee of the unions 
already was in session mapping out 
plans for the walkout. 
Adding further to the strike tem­ 
per of the unions information from 
high railroad executives today 
was 
that the IO percent slice iii wages 
for skilled labor and 25 percent for 
unskilled workers agreed upon at tile 
employers meeting, would he placed 
in effect just as soon as the payrolls 
can he changed without waiting for 
action by the United States railroad 
labor board. Rome railroads, high ex­ 
ecutives 
said, 
would 
be 
cutting 
wages by November I. This could he 
done without violating the transpor­ 
tation aet, the executives contended. 
A dispute must have arisen between 
the workers and tile employers before 
a case can he brought before the 
board. 
The 
roads, they declared, 
could arbitrarily cut wages. Tile men 
then would appeal to the board for 
relief and the hearing would be call­ 
ed. The whole procedure, according to 
one high official, was mapped out in 
Washington last week.

AN ADJUSTM ENT IS SOUGHT 


Determined to Get Agencies Togeth­ 
er and Give Them Encourage­

15— President 
Harding today personally 
took

hand in adjusting railroad rates and 
wages on a new basis in hopes of 
aiding in reviving industry. 
Harding called the public 
group 
of the railroad Jailor hoard to W a­ 
shington and personally took them 
to the office of the interstate com­ 
merce commission for a conference. 
The purpose of the meeting was a 
broad consideration of the* possi­ 
bility of an early adjustment of the 
railcard rates and wages in expec­ 
tation that it would 
contribute to 
industrial revival, 
an 
explanatory 
statement issued at the White House 
announced. 
Harding is keeping in close touch 
with the arising storm in the ranks 
of the railroad labor. Detailed re ­ 
ports are reaching the White House 
at almost every hour. 
For a long time the president has 
given much attention to the problem 
of railroads in its broadest consid­ 
eration, the White House statement 
said. 
He has been persistently assured 
on one side that business could not 
take charge and revival was impos­ 
sible until the railroad rates should 
come down, and on the 
other side 
•he has been told that it was impos­ 
sible for rates to come down unless 
wages could be lowered. 
Ile therefore was determined 
to 
get together the two public 
bodies 
which had to deal with 
wages and 
rates and give them every possible 
encouragement to take a strong lead 
in their efforts for an adjustment.

at husking time or in the spring, loss­ 
es all trace of the stalk and many 
times nice looking ears which were 
borne on weak and diseased stalks 
are selected. This makes it impos­ 
sible to eliminate seed which is sus­ 
ceptible to disease due to inherent 
weakness of the stalk. 
Testing alone will not control corn 
diseases and it will be necessary to 
begin in the fall to fight diseases iii 
corn. Proper fall select ion and stor­ 
age followed by testing in the spring 
will greatly reduce disease qud will 
materially increase the yield as well 
as establish an improved type. 
A number of farmers have adopt­ 
ed a definite 
program for handling 
their seed corn problem. 
They are 
selecting 
seed 
from 
disease-tree 
stalks which they will sort over very 
carefully and pick out the best ears 
to be shelled together ami planted 
iii a Special seed plot. 
This pro­ 
gram will simplify the problem of 
gathering 
seed next fall, for the 
farmer can husk or snap the special 
seed plot in 
advance 
of husking 
time for fall feeding, selecting seed 
from 
the desirable seed ears from 
strong and disease-free stalks 
and 
placing them in a box attached to 
the wagon box. This program will 
be the means of saving 
a 
great 
amount of time in selecting seed and 
will mean much towards establish­ 
ing a definite type, if repeated fo ra 
number of years. 
Far-to-row plots are a means of 
increasing 
the 
yielding power of 
seed corn and a number in 
Rush 
county 
are using this method of 
corn improvement. A wide variation 
was found in the yielding power of 
individual 
ears, in the ear-to-row 
plots which were cheeked up dur­ 
ing Hie last week. Allen Blaeklidge’s 
highest producing ear yielded 
at 
the rate of 93.0 bushels per acre, 
while tin* lowest ear yielded only 51 
bushels. The be>t ear in the plot of 
Walter N o r r i s 
yielded at the rate 
of Sd bushels aud the yielding pow­ 
er of the lowest producer was at 
the rate of 45 bushels per acre. 
In planting the plots only half 
the grain was used from each ear 
and the remnant ears saved. 
The 
remnant ears which were shown in 
the test plot to he the highest yield­ 
ers will he shelled 
together 
and 
planted iii a special seed plot next 
spring. In this way 
seed of 
low 
yielding power is eliminated.

FALL SELECTION 


OF SEED GROWING 


More Farmers Are Realizing Impor-i 


tance of Selecting Corn From 


i Field Instead of Crib 


DEMONSTRATIONS ARE HELD 


County Agent Explains at Meetings 


Seed Testinq Will Not That 


Susceptible to Disease 


The county a^ent reports wide- 


spread in fall selection of seed corn 
and in seed improvement through the 
ear-to-row 
metiiod. A number of 


meetings have been held in the county 
during the past week which were 
well attended. At these meetings de- 
monstrations 
were given to point 


out the necessity of selecting seed 
corn from disease' free stalks in or- 
der to control corn .'disease. 


At the meetings it was pointed out 


jv the county agent that the man 
who selects seed at the crib, either 
at husking time or in the spring, loss- 
es all trace of the stalk, and many 
:imes nice looking ears which were 
jorne on weak and diseased stalks 
ire selected. This makes it impos- 
sible to eliminate seed which is sus- 
ceptible to disease due to inherent ' 
weakness of the stalk. 


Testing alone will not control corn 


diseases and it will be necessary to 
begin in the fall to fight diseases in 
corn. Proper, fall selection and stor- 
age followed by testing in the sprjng 
will greatly reduce disease ajjd will 
uaterially increase the yield as well 
is establish an improved type. 


A number of farmers have aclopt- 


:d a definite program for handling 
their seed corn'problem;-rThey are 
selecting... ..seed:.- from 
disease-free, 


stalks which they will~sort'over very 


arefully "and pick but the best ears 
;o be shel/ed together and planted 
n a sfpecial seed plot. 
This pro- 


gram will simplify the problem of 
gathering seed next fall, for • the 
'armer can husk or snap the special 
seed plot.in 
advance 
of husking 


ime for fall feeding, selecting seed 
from 
the desirable seed ears from 


strong and disease-free stalks and 
placing them in a box attached to 
;he wagon box. This program will 
>e the means of saving 
a 
great 


imount of time in selecting seed and 
will mean much towards establish- 
ng a definite type, if repeated for a 
lumber of years. 


Ear-to-row plots are a means of 


nereasing 
the 
yielding power of 


seed corn and a number in 
Rush 


lounty 
are using this method of 


corn improvement. A wide variation 
was found in the yielding power of 
individual ears, in the ear-to-Tow 
ilots which were checked up dnr- 
ng the last week. Allen Blacklidge's 
Highest producing ear yielded 
at 


:he rate of 93.0 bushels per acre, 
while tlie lowest ear yielded only 51 
rashels. The best ear in the plot o£ 
Walter Norris yielded at .the rate 
of SG bushels and the yielding pow- 
er of the lowest producer was "at 
•he rate, of 45 bushels per acre. 


In planting the plots only half 


the grain was used from each ear 
and the remnant ears saved. The 
remnant ears which, were shown in 
the tesi> plot to be the highest yield- 
ers will be shelled 
together 
and 


planted in a special seed plot next 
spring. In thisN way 
seed of 
low 


yielding power is eliminated.
